I had an interview a day or two So 
with the New, York banker, Thomas 
B. Musgrave.._J] was talking witb 
Chavacey M. Depew, late candidate 
for the Unitéd States Senate, at Mus- 
grave's house, on Fifth avenue.

“One day in the summer of 1859 | 
was sitting in the dry-goods house of 
which IL was the junior partner, and 
my desk wen in the middle of the 
floor, as the junior partner's always is, 
when a man came in whom I recog-| 
nized in a minute as John Brown.

As Brown sat on the Os 
naburgs he said: ‘These are made of 
labor that ought to be free.’ He re- 
peated, feeling them in his fingers,

head of the firm, who was also bis 
friend. I said: ‘Mr. Brown, he is very 
busy just now. Can't I at'end to your 
business quite as well? What do you 
want! I want to get some rifles,’ he 
said, ‘for Kansas.

‘suppose I ive you a check for 850 — 
won t thut ior That will do very weil,’ 
he said, and I need not wait to see

“I wrote him the check, and he 
took it aod put it away, and that is 
the last time I ever saw him. As he 
got up from the Osnaburgs he said, 
shaking his head: ‘Made of labor that 
ought to be free.’ A very little while 
passed, it seemed to me two months, 
perhaps, when I picked up the paper 
and saw that John Brown had made a 
descent on Harper’s Ferry. I wrote to 
him, expressing ax surprise that he 
was there and asking if anything 
could be dene for him. He replied 
that be would like to have a suit o. 
clothes to go to his trial in. I knew 
what he liked to wear first-rate. He 
always wore, if he chu d control it 
himselt, a suit of snuff-colered cloth 
or cassimere. His hair was of a brown 
color, very much like the tint of the 
_snuff-colored cloth, and so were his 
eyes. His lips always looked to me 
as they had water on them. He 
spoke with goed, fair grammar, and 
was an interesting taiker. I had the 
clothes made up and sent to him to 
appear at the trial. Not long after 
that a paper at Richmond published 
the names of Northern firms whom 
nothing must be bought from, and ours 
among the rest. My partners came to 
me and said that I had made a dread- 
ful mistake and must drop out af the 
firm. I said*that would suit me very 
well indeed, and I sold out and went 
to Italy, and was there at the siege of 
Gaeta. One night I was talkiog to 
General Cialdini, atterward the great 
General of Italy, and at that time con- 
siderable of a General, and he told 
me that Fort Sumpter had been fired 
on.”

ising the taking of $80,000 from the 
State school fund for the building of 
ao Insane Asylum at Reno is valid 


facts that are of absorbing 
interest to the people of this State. 


The ‘hurried sétion’ of the Board 
was mandatory. To ascertain. how 
valid was the legislation authorizing 
the building of an asylum, one has but 
to turn to Article XI, Section 3 of the 
Constitution of Nevada. It says that 
the investment of school monies shall 
be made ‘in United States bonds or 
bonds of the State.’ The section fur 
ther states: ‘The interest only of the 
aforessid proceeds shall be used for 
educational purposes.’ 

If the school money was invested in 
U. S. 4 per cents., which are now ata 
premium of 17'¢ per cent, it would 
cost $17,500 to buy $100,000 worth of 
bonds. The State bonds are at par, 
and pay 5 percent. Thus, by invest- 
ing in State bonds at par, as the law 
directs, a saving is effected to the 
school fund of $17,500 in the first in- 
stance, and 1 per cent. on $100,000 in 
the second, a clear gain of 627,500.

PYRAMID MINES. 


What is Being Done by the Leading 
Mining Companies. 


Ex-Alderman McCurdy, who yester- 
day returned from a trip to the Pyra- 
mid Lake mines, gives the Futerprise 
the following particulars in regard to 
the principal claims on which work is 
now being done: 

THE CROWN PRINCE. 

The Crown Prince adjoins the Jones 
& Kinkefd mine and is on the same 
vein. The company will shortly put 
up aten-stamp mill for dry crashing 
and an O Hara furnace. They have a 
great deal of rich ore, but it is too 
base to be worked by ordinary mil! 
process, They have opened several 
deposits of ore that will rua from 812 
or $14 up to $200 per ton. It is 
thought that the ore ‘thus far devel- 
oped will average $20 per ton. 

They have now a tunnel 400 feet in 
length, which has cut the vein, and an 
air shaft up to the surface, a distance 
of 150 feet. Four men are now en- 
gayed in running a tunnel from the 
buttom of tue air shaft to the shaft of 
the Jones & Kinkead mine, which 
it will strike about 300 feet below the 
surface. This will give them com- 
mand of a chute of ore from three to 
twenty feet in width. 

Adjoining their main vein they have
